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HARBOR CHAMBERS IN PROTEST 
AGAINST CEMETERY ZONE ACT

Protest was registered nuainst th 
action of the city council of Los An- 
Keles in placing the McKinley Home 
property, In the shoestring strip, south 
of Gardena, In the cemetery zone, at 
the regular monthly meeting of the 
Harbor District Chambers of Com­ 
merce at Gardena Thursday evening. 
Feb. 11. The attitude of the organiza­ 
tion was contained in strong resolu­ 
tions condemning the practice of al­ 
leged "wildcat" promoters of cemetery- 
projects which have heen launched 
in numbers recently, and was also di­ 
rected to tin- board of county super­ 
visors concerning the location of the 
new Lawndale cemetery on the River­ 
side boulevard four miles east of 
Hermosa Beach.

It was alleged by J. S. t'rr»ndull, 
who presented the resolution on be­ 
half of Qardena, and also Attorney 
Frank K. Can-oil, that these cemetery 
projects have been launched as In­ 
vestment schemes, following the de­ 
cline in interest in oil stock promo­ 
tion. That there la no need for ad­ 
ditional burial ground capacity in the 
metropolitan harbor district was the 
claim made by the backers of the 
resolution.

The city council was requested to 
rescind its action by taking the Mc­ 
Kinley Home property out of the 
cemetery zone, and the supervisors 
were asked to look carefully Into 
every request for permission to lo­ 
cate new cemeteries. The action taken 
was unanimously approved by the 300 
representatives of 29 Chambers of 
Commerce and civic bodies present.

Roseeran* Proteit* 
Continued destruction of the water­ 

sheds of th!s district will work a seri­ 
ous hardship upon the future of Los 
Angeles and vicinity, stated W. S. 
Rosecrans of Qardena, representing 
the Southern California Conservation 
association. The speaker Informed 
the gathering that 14,500 acres of 
ground In the watershed were burned 
over last year and this represented a 
potential water storage sufficient to 
supply the domestic needs of a city

of JOO.OOO population for :i period of 
in years. He explained that the av­ 
erage time required to develop shrub­ 
bery on n watershed was 2fi years 
and thnt .-i Rood watershed would ab­ 
sorb 80 per cent of the precipitation. 

A burned-over area, however, would 
retain only 6 per cent of the moisture. 
"We have always been short of water 
In l.os Angeles, and unless we con­ 
serve every gallon that is now avail­ 
able we will face a condition more 
grave than is now being felt in the 
San Fernando valley, where the ap­ 
propriation for orchard irrigation has 
been cut to four inches a month. If 
Los Angeles is Inviting thousands of 
people to make their homes here, 
som.' immediate steps must h'e taken 
to provide adequate water supply 
Tin- water supply has now been al­ 
most entirely appropriated, and the 
rellt-f must come by an elaborate di 
. elopment of plans for strict cor 
servation." stated Mr. Rosecrans. Tl 
county authorities are to be request*, 
ior an appropriation of $100,000 fo 
the 1924 program. The plans of tt 
association, as outlined by Mr. Roat 
crans, were unanimously endorsed b 
the organization and membership 1 
the association was applied for, F. C 
Flnkler well known engineer of Lo 
Angeles and active worker in th 
Harbor District Chambers of Cot 
merce, being named as the represent 
live of that body to the associatlc
